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Sarah: Ok, so, how did M.l.T.B. form? 

Wood: M.l.T.B. (formallly known as "Charred Remains") formed out of 
the ashes of the breakup of 2 units... one being Neanderthal and the 
other being Cyclops (there is a Cyclops from Australia that possibly 
might still be together). That disbanded mainly as a result of distance 
between Domino (guitarist, drummer) and myself (bass, vocals). 70 miles 
one way to each practice!!! As well as it was also more of a musical 
experiment than anything • not an active band... Infest were going 
strong at the time and Domino's main concern/commitments were with 
them. I was seeking to form a real band (P.H.C. - Pissed Happy Children 
was the last real band myself/Connell were involved in). Cyclops (Wood| 
Connell) was unfortunately going to slow for comfort and a fresh 
approach was needed... So in the early summer (June) of 1990, 

"Charred Remains a.k.a Man Is The Bastard" was formed and was 
comprised of J. Connell-drum kit / S. Connell- (yes, J. Connells younger 
brother)-guitars / and Wood- (that's me)-bass, vocal. This is the exact 
personel line-up of P.H.C. "Charred Remains a.k.a Man Is The Bastard" 
was formed for 2 reasons: to explore continued musical/noise brutality 
and to hopefully educate friends/fiends within the underground of our 
views/perspectives on mankind and the world in general... 



S: What is the difference between Charred Remains and M.I.T.B.? Is 
Bastard Noise a new project of just something I've never heard of? 

W: There is only a name difference basically • in fact, quite a few record 
issues within the bands discography state both names within the 
graphic/layout presentation... 

M.l.T.B. "Bastard Noise" is different to a more varying degree • it is the 
100% noise/experimental side entity of M.I.T.B.(music). "Bastard Noise" 
is becoming extremely active collaborating with other artists unafraid of 
a total exploratory audio vision • some artists B.N. has worked or plan 
on working with are: Bizarre Uproar (Fin.) / U.N.D. (Fin.) / E.H.S. (Ger.) / 
Nation of Hate (Australia) / Sinking Body (U.S) / The Gerogerigegege 
(Jap.) / Genital Masticator (Spain) / Excreted Alive (Spain) / Krachgau 
(Ger.) / Expendable Citizen (U.S.) and Personasnongratas (U.S.). The 
recording/documentation medium(for noise/experimental sound) is 
basically limitless for us - only money stands in our way at times but 
alas, when doesn't it? "Bastard Noise" has become beloved... 


S: How did you first get into punk/grind/noise? Did it start with heavy 
metal? Who are your favorite bands to listen to now? 

W: When I was in high school I turned onto the Sex Pistols from some 
freaks one morning while planning an escape from our "smoking area" 
of our high schools courtyard square (I was in high school '78'81). 

These 2 guys I just sort of knew were playing the "Holiday in the Sun" 
7" 45 dubbed onto a cheap cassette pretty early in the morning before 
first period--we hopped the fence of the student parking lot and took off 
in one of the guys (2) cars listening to the Sex Pistols / Clash / Adverts / 
Terry and the Idiots / Patti Smith and a slew of other wicked bands, 
smoked hashish, and drank beer and whiskey until nightfall!! The rest 
is history!! This turning point occured in 1978... 

So many bands I just love come to mind. I enjoy alot of variety in 
listening sounds: Th' Inbred (R.I.P.) / Gore (Holland) / Raped Teenagers

•12" ep on Gravity Records (San Diego, California), 
both will be out within 2-3 months... 

I am putting together a second volume of "Our Earth's Blood" that will 
feature a multitude of suprise guests. 

Some solo work as well is planned but focusing more on experimental 
medium. 


S: Ok, enough about music, what are your favorite foods? Are you 
vegetarian/vegan? What are your favorite places to hang out? 

W: All members of M.l.T.B. / Bastard Noise are vegetarian, however not 
vegan. An an awesome friend of mine who runs Youth Strike Chord 
Records and is in the band Floodgate recently became vegan-is doing 
excellent with it but it is fucking very difficult as most people 
understand what it takes (sacrafice) or have tried it know... 

•salad forever: / fresh juices / almost all fruits I have / or the others have 
tried-chocolate or vanilla soy-um drink / garden burgers with all the 
fixin's / rice dream (vanilla flavored) / quality, organic raw vegetables

•I don't hang out hardly at all • I would rather document sounds/lyrics 
with Nelson/Barms than ever just squander my time • remember, this is 
only my opinion • usually those involved with the music side of M.l.T.B.

S: What is your opinion on the millions of animals senslessly slaughtered 
and tortured every year, every day, for "scientific purposes" when 
scientists could easily use a computer program for research and data? 

W: It's heartbreaking even if you give a shit in the very least... It is 
almost impossible to have nothing to do with "the problem" but doing 
what is "common sense practice" (i.e. a vegetarian diet/assist 
enviornmental agencies/purchase items with as little packaging as 
possible/purchase recycled goods more, etc.) is alot!! If a more 
educated mindset occured instead of the well-known capitalist mindset 
that has every motherfucker by the throat, you'd see a very rapid turn¬ 
around in the general practices of compassion/waste...

Nowadays there are a lot 
more places on the net declaring themselves punk than there were just six months ago. Indeed, the rapid 
growth of the net has resulted in an influx of so-called “Punk Resources.” Sorting through them all can be 
a daunting task at best, so I figured I’d try to rate a bunch of them and save you the headache. 

Note: I am not including anyone’s email address other than my own. Email is a very different forum than 
other Internet resources, and various privacy issues come into play. I apologize for any inconvenience.

Happy Farm - The Punk Rock Old Folks' Home (http://www.well.com/user/btanaka/pr.html) - 

Don’t let the name fool you. To quote the author, Brian Tanaka, (who also created the excellent 
anok4u2-list), “Happy Farm features only punk rock related stuff from one of the best eras of Punk Rock — | 
roughly 1980 - 1988. There is nothing related to Green Day or Rancid here; so, if that's what you're 
looking for, go away.” This site features, among other things, a CRASS Label Discography, a list of self- 
defined Punk Rock BBSs (electronic bulletin board systems), tons of lyrics, a graphics archive, a few 
music lists for tape traders, and my personal favorite, the anok4u2-list members' picture gallery. Created 
by one of the handful of people who I consider to be the most valuable contributors to the “punk presence” 
on the Internet. Definitely worth checking out 

Lupo's Punx Page (http://home.earthlink.net/~crasty - 

This self-proclaimed “largest directory of punk rock on the net” leaves a lot to be desired. It’s 
basicaUy a site for fans of the Operation Ivy/Rancid sound (the author has created his own pages for both 
of these bands, as wel as Guttermouth and Society Gone Madd). It also doubles as the web-based home of 
the IRC channel #punks (with an s), which is a sort of refuge for the “misfits among misfits,” that is to 
say, the people who weren’t cool enough for the pretentious bastards on #punk. All in all it’s a decent site 
with some nice graphics, but unless you’re heavily into the Califomia-style “ska-core/purik” sound it 
probably won t be one that you’ll return to often. ’

The Punk and Disorderly Page (http://val.net/~copland) - 

This homepage describes itself as having a “focus on various bands from England between the 
years of 1980-1984 and nothing else. There are a lot of pictures of album covers, bands, links to other 
punk, and other interesting pages, and a lot of sound samples, but not much of anything else.” Also I 

contains a noteworthy “Links To Various Gay Resources” section. Definitely better than it makes itself out 
to be. 
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The Punk Page (http://www.webtrax.com/punk) - 

If memory serves me correctly, this was one of the earliest punk pages on the net. Unfortunately, 
nothing much has changed or improved content-wise since its infancy. However, it does have a multitude 
of frequently updated and corrected links to a vast number of bands, divided into two categories: old- 
school and new-school. The fact that these links are updated constantly is something that should not be 
taken for granted. Most homepage addresses on the net are in a constant state of change, whether it’s 
because they’re moving to different host machines or simply closing down. The author is to be 
commended for not letting his page fall into stagnation, something that many punks (even I) have been 
guilty of at one time or another. Hey, if he can’t create the pages himself, at least he can provide you with 
accurate links to those who can! It should also be noted that there are sections on snowboarding and 
skateboarding, if you’re into that

When I first saw this page 1 thought I’d died and gone to heaven. Lots of record reviews, band 
graphics, zine reviews... with some info on labels, distros, homebrewing and punk festivals. The highlight 
, of this page is a comprehensive, retrospective history of Amebix, and also a history of Hiatus. Great stuff

Barring the new-school straight-edge hardcore section, this is arguably the best punk homepage 
on the net. At last count, this site had custom-made homepages for 87 different bands. Everything you 
ever wanted to know about ANY Swedish band, as well as labels, zines, interviews, reviews, show dates, 
and more. The sheer completeness of this archive is enough to dazzle even the most seasoned web surfer. 

That, along with the author’s active involvement with his audience (he has set up an interactive guest 
book for sub m i ttin g comments, suggestions and show announcements, as well as a mailing list for fans of 
Swedish hardcore) make this a true needle in a haystack. A rarity in both quality and quantity of

The best thing about this site is the “links” section, which consists of pointers to over 500 other 
punk sites, (or so the author claims). However, one might wonder just how many of them are duplicates, 
" or simply not punk-related. Author Victor Gedris says, “These pages serve as a starting point for looking 
< up punk related info, whether it's bands, labels, zines, or other punk pages.” As far as that goes, I’d have 
' to agree, but once again, flashy graphics don’t make up for mediocre content. Think of it as an outdated 
road map... it might not get you where you want to go, but at least it’ll get you somewhere interesting.

This is a channel that unfortunately often gets confused with a pornography-related channel of a 
similar name. When it isn’t being saturated with lust-crazed net goons or militant new-school hardliners, 
it can be a very cool place. It’s a particularly good spot to meet and chat with European punks, of whom a 
surprisingly large percentage speak perfect English! Swedish and Finnish hardcore is often discussed, 
(much to my delight), and nearly all of the regulars are very nice people. The_Horse, in particular, is 
rattier famous for having set up a bot (automated channel maintained and homepage for the channel. (The 
homepage can be found at http://proffa.cc.tut.fi/~pl51953/hardcore.html). Probably the best punk IRC 
channel available.

- What's the most memorable show you ever played and why? 

Again for me personally it was.a show with my friends from POWER OF IDEA in Tokyo last year. We 
played together with BATTLE OF DISARM. It was just a short noticed gig, but the people really 
enjoyed it! It was a good atmosphere. But a memorable show with the whole Band was in Dijon last 
year. We played with DEFIANCE, and we had a really good time with everyone. 

- Does CBU draw any major influences from any certain bands? 

We’re mostly influenced by Punk Bands from 1981 - 1985 like SHITLICKERS, MOB 47, KURO, 
MALINHEADS, VORKRIEGSPHASE, CRUDE SS, DISCHARGE, TWO MOONS RISING, 

CONFUSE,... Well, just a lot of stuff! But we don’t want to be just another copy! I think we found 
kind or our own sound! 




- Have you heard much about the scene in the USA? What do you think about the Punk scene here? 
Well, like in every scene, I guess there are some up and downs. We don’t know too much about your 
scene in the US, but the people we met here in Germany were always really nice. We have a couple 
friends in America, but that’s all to be honest. I hope we will learn more in the near future. 

- Do you ever plan on coming to the united states? 

Yeah, we’re coming in August this year. Bryan from WIGGY Records is doing the Tour. The plan was 
coming to New York and drive down to San Francisco to catch a plane to Tokyo and play some shows 
in Japan. But at the moment, we don’t know exactly if we can make it to Japan, as the tickets cost a hell 
of a lot money! Some of the Band members can’t afford it to buy, as they don’t have jobs. So we’re 
probably going with half of the band to Japan, and play with some Japanese friends. Or we find someone 
in USA who wants to come with us. The problem is, we have to buy our tickets in advance, and than we 
tryio make the money back! But the US Tour is definite! It starts on August 2nd in New York! Just ask 
WIGGY Records for the dates. 


- Can you tell me a little bit about the scene in your area 

In my area there is no scene! We live all quite in the country side of Germany. Next bigger city is 
Stuttgart. There are quite often gigs. But to be honest, we don’t care too much about the scene here, as 
we learned that they don’t care about us too. That’s one of the reason, we hardly don’t get any gigs in 
our area. But that’s not important for us! We still have friends here, but that’s all! A lot of people from 
that scene talk a lot of shit about us to give us a bad name! They think that they know us, but there are 
just very few people who really know us personally! But like I said, we don’t care, as there are more 
important things to care about! Not just all that little Punk Soaps! 
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a - What is it like being a Punk in Germany? Do you get a lot of harassment from the police / military for 
your looks and actions? 

« We don y t look like Punks to tell the truth, so we don’t have any problems with that! This is another 
reason some people don’t like us. They say we’re not Punks, because we don’t look like them. But it’s 
our personal choice how we look, and we don’t care how other people are dressed! Punk should be IN 
—■I your head not ON your head! But we also have friends with the “PUNK LOOK”! Some people dress 
$0g| like that, because it’s a fashion! And if you ask them what kind of Bands they’re listening, they say 
GREEN DAY, OFFSPRING and whatever is hip at the moment. I don’t mind people who like such 
Bands, but they shouldn’t judge me because I don’t look like them! Especially in the Crust scene you

have to be dressed like everyone else, or you’re not accepted! We never wanted to be a part of this 
^ scene! When we started, there was no Crust Scene. We just wanted to play the music we liked since 
years! I’m into that Punk thing about 10 years, but at the moment there are too many things which 
pisses me off! All that rules which are made by some stupid fuckers! We have enough rules in our live, 
we don’t need more of them! We get more harassment from the Punk scene than from the police! Fuck 
^ these bastards who can’t accept us just the way we are! 


- Are you actively part of any anti-fascist organization? 

No. We just play sometimes benefit gigs for some organizations. 


■ - Do you or any of the members of CBU have jobs? Is there a large amount of places to seek 
W3> employment? 

P ’ ' Fm workin 8 ™ my parents factory, Mike is a teacher, Marc has some part time jobs, Roland finish his 
school this year, and Werner is unemployed. It’s very difficult to find work at the moment! Especially 
something which is halfway good pay! 


- Besides the band, do any of you take part in any other activities, such as distribution, collectives, etc.? 

[ Well, there’s not too much time left besides the band. As we have all a lot of other things to do with our 
jobs, school etc. Werner for example plays in a lot of Bands (not Punk Bands). He has to practice nearly 
every day with different Bands. That’s the reason he never gets a job. I have my family and I’m really 
busy with doing all the CBU mail. It costs a lot of time and money to keep everything up to date! 


- What are your plans for the future? 

Doing the US Tour, and try to make it to Japan. Also there should come a bunch of 7“es on different 
labels, and perhaps well doing a whole LP in the next 10 years, ha, ha!

PARANOID 
VISIONS from 
Dublin are being paid 
to reform and open 
up for the reunited 
SEX PISTOLS on the 
Dublin date on their 
tour (hotels are paid 
for as well!) It just 
seems like everyone 
has reunited. (Side 
note: Holidays in the 
Sun Festival in 
Blackpool Aug. 9,10 
and 11, will host 
most of the reunified 
bands like: ,X-R A Y 
SPEX, ONE WAY

First night - 
Friday, 6/14/96 at the 
Narrow Boat Pub 

This event was 
held the same 
weekend the city of 
Nottingham was 
hosting the Euro Cup 
'96 soccer 
championships. 

Notts (Nottingham) 
was full of people 
from all over Europe 
and a few Americans, 
represented by my 
wife Nancy and I, as 
well as Corey from 
Aus Rotten and his 
girlfriend Mo from 
Pittsburgh. Aus 
Rotten had just 
finished their tour of 
Europe. We spent 
our trip sharing pints 
of lager around 
various pubs of Notts 
and trading punk 
rock war stories with 
the cool people we 
met. This fest is 
hosted by one-time 
SUICIDAL 
SUPERMARKET 
TROLLEYS and now 
CONTEMPT 
drummer Keith 
Milne, and his 
hoarse-throat cohort 
Jules, front man for 
SUBSTANDARD. 

First up — 
Notts' own 
SUBSTANDARD. 
Blistering speed 
punk, sharp and 
quite pointy! They 
played an intro tape 
of that crap theme 
song from The 
Dating Game by 
HERB ALPERT AND 
THE TIJUANA 
BRASS while Jules 
smashed someone's 
back door in! They 
ended the set with 
covers of ONE WAY

CONTEMPT!! I have 
been really anxious 
to see this band for a 
couple of years. They 
have seen some 
recent lineup 
changes; some 
members went off to 
be in the ENGLISH 
DOGS and POLICE 
BASTARD. My good 
friend Keith just 
signed on as 
drummer. The 
sound is true street 
punk at mid-tempo 
with very stylish 
guitar work. Some 
drunk punk girl 
came up to me and

our beer guts and 
goatee beards. 
CONTEMPT go 
through their great 
ones, "51st State," "12 
Years On," 

"A.C.A.B." 

It's hot in 
here, time to go 
outside for a drink. 
Outside, the 
Nottingham police 
, have sent the street 
sweeper trucks to 
] clean up the sea of 
1 broken glass and 
i bottles left by this 
mob of torrid punks.

KILLERS throw it 
back. Score! Three 
punks down and the 
COWBOY KILLERS 
don't miss a note! 
Fuckin' manic! 
COWBOY KILLERS 
are action packed! 
They made a room of 
200 punks go into 
complete frenzy. 
Antics abound! The 
show is over until 
tomorrow. The rest 
of my night is spent 
drinkin' and 
laughing until dawn 
back at Jules and 
Sonia's house. 

























































Day 2, 
Saturday, 6/15 
Saturday 
morning Nancy 
wakes me up and 
boy, do I feel like shit. 
This hangover hurts 
and it is hot out. The 
whole house is hot; 
this country is not 
suited for hot 
weather, no A.C. or 
even a fan anywhere 
I went, sweatin' all 
day and nursing a 
hangover. I was up 
all night with Tom 
from Cargo Records 
London drinking our I 
asses off.

Today's admission 
was only one pound 
($2) because they 
knew everyone . 
would be broke. The 
shop across the way 
complained to the 
pub owners that 
some of the punks 
were shoplifting so 
the pub owners gave 
the shop owners 20 
pounds to cover 
losses and so they 
wouldn't call the 
police. Keith offered 
to pay the pub 
owners 20 pounds 
out of the door 
money for their 
troubles but the pub 
owners refused, 
saying the bar sales 
far exceeded their 
expectations and they 
quite enjoyed the 
business. I should say 
so. The whole pub 
ran out of every beer.
